AuytliinB but Plrasunt For Unfortunate 


ForoiL-nera Within Jta JSonlors. 


PORTLAND, Me., Nov. 19.—Tho follow- 


ing letter, dated Oct. 25, was received here 
yesterday troni Miss A. M. Soulo o£ this 
city, who is a-missionary at Seoul, Korea, 
and explains the situation in that country 
since Its subjugation by Japan: 


"It is dreadful here, and has been so for 


the past two weeks. We feel safe on the 
streets in the day time, but do not go out 
nights. -The palace was taken by the 
Japanese and the king is a prisoner'in his 
own house. His father is the one who has 
made the trouble. The queen was killed, 
rolled np in a mat and burned. The 
Japanese will not tell it, but it is true. 
They killed four of the higher women, to 
be sure that they got the queen. From 10 
to 13 officials were killed. 


"The king does not dare to eat anything 


but what is brought iu a locked box from 
the foreigners. The prince lives with one 
of 
the 
missionaries, Mr. Underwood. 


They are hoping to get him off to Amer- 
ica. His grandfather is trying to kill him, 
but does not dare to enter the American 
house. 


"We are waiting, expecting any time to 


be called Into tho American legation for 
protection. We fear Bussin will step iu 
and take the whole country, and, if so. it 
will go hard for us."

It was 
told !o ii reporter by Mrs. Barrett, who is 
now staying with friends In Jersey City. 


LJWC .Monday nl^'ht Mrs. Barrutt was at 


the horso slioiv, und rud>) one of the saddle 
horses in tho j'lufr. which, under Mrs. 
Barrett's skillful guidance, won the White 
Ribbon. She is a lover of fine horses. 
She owned two horses—Pansy and Poppy 
—which she rode every day from IJuriand's 
academy, und they are there still. Ju fact, 
hhe is re^.trdcd as one of tho host women 
riders in the country. 
B^ew, however, rec- 


OKiiiml hi-r ,-\t the horse show as the 
wuuuiii who has since beeu so much talked 
about as tho wife of the Massachusetts 
burglar. 


According to her story, she had always 


looked upon Barrett as a mridel husband 
uptothi! time of his arrest and couvio 
tion, ami believed him to be 11 man in 
•whom she could place every confidence. 
She understood that his only business 
was that of hurso dealing, and says she 
often usi'd to help him iu his business 
here while ho was traveling about the 
country, as she supposed, buying and sell- 
ing horses. 


Barrett iu "Jacli of All Trades." 


He told her that he came of a good Kag- 


l!sh family, and had at first intended to 
Ix-coiuo a mechanical engineer, and had 
familiarized himself with several trades 
allied to this pursuit. She first met him 
iu Detroit, whore ho was doing business 
as u talidermist. After their marriage, ho 
opened a bird store in Chicago, afterward 
establishing an electrotypiug concern, 
and finally drifting into tho horse dealing 
business. 


It was then that she became moro in- 


terested in equestrianism, for sho had 
learned to rido when a girl at home, and 
Bho used to ride her husband's horses in 
tho normal training school in Chicago. It 
•was thon, also, that her husband began to 
travel. After that ho was absent from 
home for long periods. 


Finr.lly, Mrs. Barrett says, her husband 


cold out his business in Chicago, and they 
came to New York to live. Her husband 
started a private stable and sold only the 
best grade of saddle horses. His brother 
came over from England and lived with 
him for a while. Thou they all went 
abroad, and sho spent tho nezt three years 
In London. At this time Barrett appeared 
to be doing an exceedingly prosperous 
business In the horso line, and the death 
of a rich uncle, who made him one of his 
heirs, added to his wealth. They lived in 
line style. Mrs. Barrett says that while 
In London sho indulged her lilang for 
horses and riding to the fullest extent. 
Once she appeared In public and won the 
medal presented by the Prince of Wales 
for hurdle riding. 


In 1SSO she returned to this country -with 


her husband, and settled in Boston, where 
Barrett again started In tho horso busi- 
ness, and handled some very fine stock. 
It was there that her son Willio was 
born, 12 years ago. Soon after that Bar- 
rett took his wife to Newport, R. I., where 
ho had purchased a cottage. They lived 
there for nearly three years, when they 
again returned to New York. 


Defrinnlnfr of Troubles. 


This was about 10 years ago, Mrs, Bar- 


rettsays. They iirst lived at a boarding 
house-, but afterward Barrett rented a flat 
In Fifty-eighth street, where sho resided 
np to the time of her husband's arrest, 
and tho subsequent troubles compelled her 
to soil out.

It was a device 
of levers, so arranged that when tho safety 
gates at the approaches to tho draw were 
closed, the current would bo shut off for a 
distance of 500 feet on each side of the 
river. The wires remained dead until tho 
drawbridge WOK closed and tho gates wero 
ewuuft back to the sides of the roadway. 
With tho cutD.Tiu working order, a motor- 
mau could not run his car to tho river,! 
and the absence of power'would bo an in-' 
fallible warning of danger. 
Why the 


cutoff has been allowed to remain out of 
order is unexplained by tho street cur 
company as yet. 


Tho body of the 37th and probably tho 


last victim of the motor car accident was 
recovered from the river yesterday after- 
noon. It was that of Matthew CaUihnn, 
and it was buried in the mud, direetly 
where tho trucks of the motor cor had 
be^'n. The search for bodies has now been 
abandoued.

My first view of Korea's bald, colorless 


and forbidding headlands was obtained 
from tho deck at thp steamer Chou Chou 
Too, and-my first contact with Korean life 
was received at Fusan. As we approached 
tho shore the lazy natives, clad in wblto, 
stalking about on tho hillsides, resembled 
nothiug so much as exaggerated types of 
penguins. Susan, as a port, is purely 
Japanese. It is a mile or moro distant 
from th'o wretched collection of hovois 
which constitutes the Korean village of 
Fusan. 
It is said that since Hideyosha's 


destructive invasion, moro than LMO years 
ago, tho Japanese havo kept a foothold at 
Fusan, and today not loss than 8,000 Japa- 
nese of a rather indifferent class have per- 
manent homes there. A small body of 
Japanese troops are garrisoned there. 


A stroll along the road iu tho'direction 


of the Korean town gave mo an opportu- 
nity to study tho character of the natives. 
I saw the stately Korean in whito dress, 
his head surmounted by tho black, comical 
head covering so familiar in tho pictures, 
porched on a'n altitudinoua saddle upon a 
diminutive donkey, his whito robed attend- 
ant in ponderous straw hat, whipping and 
cackling behind. I saw groups of natives 
squatting like goose along tho roadside— 
women who hid their faces in their whito 
gowns or took to their heels as I ap- 
proached, droves of dirty, unkempt chil- 
dren, some of them entirely naked—and I 
peeped into tho wretched huts of the low- 
ly, so intolerably mean and filthy as to 
defy description. 


The Korean sleeping apartment pro- 


foundly interested mo. It is no more nor 
less than a largo stono and mud built 
oven. It has a stone floor acd is destitute 
of ventilation savo as to tho paltry holo 
through which the interior is reached. A 
trench passes beneath the structure, which 
is connected with, a straw mud chi;nnoy 
at the farther ond, and in this a fire is 
built.which warms tho floor, and in this a 
dozon or more miserable creatures crawl 
at night and sleep and stew. In the 
vitiated air of one of these sleeping ovens 
whito peoplo would asphyxiate and perish 
in about an hour, but the Koreans seem 
to thrive. Physically they aro robust and 
strong. I never saw coolies who can carry 
such burdens as those I have encountered 
in Korea. A Korean hut is usually thatch- 
ed with straw. A few chickens and some 
black pigs bury themselves in the litter, 
and long haired children roll in tho dust. 


The poverty of tho peoplo and the gen- 


eral wretchedness are something appalling. 
Hobbod and ground down by tho most 
poruicious and scoundrelly government 
ever known in the world, having no in- 
centive to labor or accumulate, tho agri- 
cultural Korean simply lives to exist. 
Lazarus in his worst .estate must havo 
boon a sort of Palestine plutocrat when 
compared with tho average Korean. And 
yet those people, under proper rule and 
auspices, would be an industrious, saving 
raoo. 


Tho captain of tho Chou Chou Foo, who 


und a dozon Koreans in his crew, told mo 
that he found thorn better sailors than 
either the Japanese or Chinese—always 
quiet, docile, amenable to discipline and 
industrious to a degree. All tho testi- 
mony that I havo thus far taken convinces 
mo that tho Koreans, are not wholly de- 
generate. All that thoy require is stable,

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 19.—The evil spirit

Tho first swift turn this 
extraordinary chase took was on the first 
day of the recent trial, when Holmes dis- 
missed his lawyers, and the "prisoner at 
tho bar" Iwcanie counsel for the defense. 
Yesterday, the tables were turned, and the 
senior counsel for tho defense became a 
prisoner at the bar. 


William A. Shoemaker, the young at- 


torney, whose flrst association with the 
case is obscured in tho mystery which en- 
velops its every detail, passed through au 
ordeal yesterday aa severe as any his clieni 
has been'called to face, and tho crisis 
came whtn he was held under $1500 bail 
ID answer to the serious "charge of sub- 
ornation. Thisoneans that manufactured 
evidence, tending to prove that Benjamin 
F. Piteznl, whose murder Holmes was 
convicted two weeks ago, committed sui- 
cide, and that he. Shoemaker, pakl c 
woman $'JO to sign and swear to this. 


But the commonwealth had suppliec 


the woman, although Shoemaker was ig 
noraut ol this, and after he had .producet 
this "aftcr-discoveretl evidence" and real 
it, with great empressement to tho court 
he asked that the argument on the motion 
for a new trial, which had been fixed fu 
yesterday, be postponed, to give hiiu and 
his associate counsel, Samuel P. Rotan, 
time to run out this and other clews re- 
cently obtained. 


Attorney Graham's Bombshell. 


Then it was that 
District Attorney 


Graham arose and exposed tho plot. 
His 


declaration came like a thunderbolt. The 
court- stared in wide-eyed amazement; the 
spectators turned in thiir chairs and 
gasped; the accused lawyer sank back in 
his seat, livid and trembling, while his in- 
nocent associate glared at him with un- 
veiled horror; but the prisoner in tho dock 
rested his cold blue eyes on the shrinking 
figure oE Ills legal representative and 
smiled with scorn. 


Briefly told, the details of the charge 


are these: Tho trial for the Pitezel mur- 
der was not two days old when Shoe- 
maker approached a private detective 
named John Schweichler 'and asked him 
to procure a woman, who lived around 
Twelfth or Thirteenth streets aad Callow- 
hill or Tine streets, who would swear to 
certain facts in connection with the find- 
ing of Pitezel's body at 131G Cailowhill 
street. 


Schweichler assented, but instead of 


straightway getting the woman, he told 
his story to Detective Geyer, who, for the 
commonwealth, brought to light Holmes' 
murder of the children. 
Geyer submitted 


it to District Attorney Graham, and a 
most skillful trap was prepared, a trap 
which has brought about the ruin of the 
opposing attorney. 


Under instructions, Gcycr went to Mrs. 


Margaret Beah, matron in the fourth dis- 
trict police station, and she, under the 
name of Blanche A. Hannigan, was taken 
to Shoemaker by Sehweichler. Meantime, 
Shoemaker had prepared an affidavit 
stating that the respondent had known 
Pitezel, and that to her he had.expressed 
his intention of committing suicide. Mrs. 
Hannigan readily signed and swore to 
.this, Shoemaker giving her two $10 bills 
for so doing. On each bill she marked 
the initials "B. A. H.," and yesterday she 
exhibited them in court. 


Shoemaker ^Tonplulsed. 


Shoemaker walked into the trap blind- 


fold. When he read the affidavit to the 
court he declared that its contents had 
been dictated to him by the woman. A 
moment afterward irrefutable testimony 
was produced, showing that he had him- 
self made up the affidavit, and. dictated io 
to a stenoprrapher before he had even 


asked Schweichler to procure a woman to 
sign it, and that he had not so much as 
read or explained its purport to Mrs. Han- 
nigan. 


Judge Arnold, who was upon the bench 


during the trial, had called in Judges 
Thayer and Willson to hear and decide 
with him on the merits of yesterday's ar- 
guments for u new trial. 
Aa the strange 


revelations came, the three judges did not 
hesitate by their bearing and words to 
manifest their sense of the gravity of the 
accused lawyer's situation. Judge Arnold 
afterward privately stated that disbar- 
ment proceedings would bo considered- 
after the disposition of the pending charge 
against Shoemaker. 


Shoemaker had nothing to say. Ho was 


stunned and shocked beyond measure, but 
said this was not the time for him to talk. 
Rotan, his associate, expressed his con- 
fidence in his colleague's final exonera- 
tion, but he admitted that the evidence of 
his guilt was overwhelming. Rotan him- 
self was unsmirched. Tho district at- 
torney and the court were careful to make 
that clear, and the young barrister, who 
had 
fought, practically single-handed, 


a battle against tremendous odds with 
some skill and much fortitude, was visibly 
affected. 
" A YARN FROM CHICAGO 


To the Effect That Fitezel It StlU Alive 


Bud Well. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 19.—The Daily' News 


publishes the following story: 
James 


McSeary, conductor on the Sixty-third 
Btriiet electric line, has sprung a new sen- 
sation in the Holmes case by stating that 
Benjamin F. Pitezel is alive, aud that he 
recently talked with him on his car. Mc- 
Neary claims there could be no mistake, 
as he worked nine months for Pitezel and 
knows the peculiarities of his voice. 


According to McNeary, Pitezol boarded 


his car a few days previous to Holmes' 
trial. Pitezel's beard had grown around 
the greater part of his face, so that ho was 
completely disguised. When addressed, 
however, ho admitted his identity, and 
asked as a friend that McNeary keep si- 
lence, as ho was on his way to Philadel- 
phia, bus McNeary called in Motorman 
Letterman, and he, too, claims that he 
liail a conversation with Pitezel, who took 
a trausfer to the Cottage Grove-line. 


Robert Corbett, who has been following 


the case for months in behalf of the Farm- 
ers' and Mechanics' National bank, Fort 
'Worth. Tex., claims that he has also seen 
Pitezel. "I never believed that Pitezel 
was dead," ho declared to a Daily News 
reporter, "for 
the 
following ruasce.3. 


First, when I was searching the Castle 
montis ago, the man who resembles the 
man seen by the conductor and motor- 
man, and whom they thought was Pitezel, 
found me in tho building looking over 
some papers. 
Ho asked me if I had seen 


a tool chest. I told him there was one in 
the front room. He said that one was not 
his; that he had left one in the room 
where I was engaged. I asked him -who 
he was. He said Mrs. Pitezel sent him 
there for the tool chest, and when I asked 
him his name, he said, after thiukiug a 
moment, 'Andrews,' and left. 


"Saturday, I learned that Mrs. Pitezel 


was stopping at 6233 May street, and sent 
over to ask her if she ever sent for tho 
tool chest. Both she and her daughter 
declared they had not, and I also discov- 
ered that Mrs. Pitezel is wavering in her 
belief in the identification of Pitezel, and 


begins to hope that the 'children are liv- 
ing, but for her husband she does not care 
•whether he is liviug or dead. I believe 
that If Holmes Is not granted a new trial, 
Pitezel will declare himself to the gov- 
ernor of Pennsylvania when all other 
means are exhausted, and Isaac R. Hitt, 
Jr., and mvself both have his address in 
Philadelphia.
